STATISTICAL REPORTS OF MORBIDITY AND MORTALITY, STATES 
OF THE UNITED STATES (TTntatoulated). 

Florida. — Keports from the State board of health show as follows: 
Week ended February 17, 1912. Diphtheria present in 6 localities 
with 15 cases, malaria in 2 localities with 5 cases, smallpox in 10 
counties with 85 cases, tuberculosis in 7 counties with 12 cases, ty- 
phoid fever in 3 localities with 14 cases. 

Week ended February 24, 1912. Diphtheria present in 5 localities 
with 10 cases, malaria in 3 localities with 16 cases, smallpox in 7 
counties with 50 cases, tuberculosis in 5 localities with 5 cases, typhoid 
fever in 8 localities with 18 cases.
